THK  DUTIES  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION  WILL  BE:- 
(a)  To  nominate  suitable  persona  to  act  an  Sooutmaaten,  and  reoom- 
mend  them  to  the  Provincial  Commiwiioner  for  the  Chief 
Seout'a  Warrant. 

(6)  To  register  all  Scoutmasters,  Troops  and  Patrols  in  the  district 
No  Scoutmaster,  Troop  or  Patrol  shall  be  recognised  which 
is  not  so  regiatered. 

(c)  To  generaUy  anperviae  and  encourage  the  Movement  in  the 

district  w.th  the  least  possible  amount  of  interference  with 
the  independence  and  initiative  of  the  Troops  and  PatroU. 

(d)  To  work  in  cordial  co-operation  with  other  Boys'  Organiiations 

in  the  District. 

(•)  To  be  reaponsibUi  for  the  granting  of  all  Scout  Badges  and  Award* 
in  its  district.  AppUcations  for  these  shall  be  made  to  the 
Hon.  Secretary,  to  hom  alone  they  will  be  issued  on 
appUcation    t  the  ^icretary  of  the  Provincial  Council. 

if)  The  Local  AsaociaUon  bat'  the  power  to  suspend  any  Scoutmaster 
or  Assist  jit  Scoutmaster,  or  to  withhold  recognition  from 
any  Troop,  Patrol  or  Scout  within  its  area  for  grave  dereUc- 
tion  of  duty  or  for  didoyalty  to  the  rules  of  the  Scout 
Movement.  Any  case  of  suspension  must  be  at  once 
reported  to  the  Secretary  at  Headquarters  in  his  Province. 
(g)  Periodical  meetings  should  be  held.  A  suitable  quorum  should 
be  arranged,  according  to  local  conditions. 

<A)  If  local  By-laws  are  adopted,  two  copies  must  be  sent  to  Provin- 
cial Headquarteni,  the  one  for  filing,  the  other  for  approval 
and  return.

It  is  hoped  eventually  to  form  in  each  Province  a  Pro- 
vuicial  Scout  Council,  which  shall  consist  of  two  representatives 
from  each  Local  Association,  and  gentlemen  willing  to  serve  on 
invitation,  with  the  following  officers:—

(a)  To  promote  generally  the  welfare  of  the  Boy  Scout  .Movement 
m  the  Province,  and  to  arrange  for  harnmniou.  cooperation 
with  all  the  existing  organizations  for  boys,  and  to  orKanije 
local  Associations. 

(6)  To  ccoordinate  the  policy  of  the  Local  Association  so  as  to  secure 
uniformity  on  broad  lines  throughout  the  ar«a  as  regards 
methods  and  ideals  without  interference  with  the  independ-

NoTE-All  local  Associations  in  Districts,  Cities,  Towns 
V  llages,  etc.,  will  register  through  the  Council  in  their  Province' 
all  troops  m  their  locality,  and  all  applications  for  warrants' 
badges  and  books  shall  be  made  through  the  Provincial  office. 

hn  J^'  Jri""''^  ^°"""'  ■**"  ^"^P  ^'^  hand,  a  supply  of 
books  and  badges  pertaining  to  the  work,  and  should  be  in  a 
position  to  give  advice  as  to  the  most  suitable  uniforms  and 
where  obtainable  in  their  territory,  or  elsewhere.  The  Pro- 
vincial Association  should  have  on  its  Council,  representatives 
trom  all  important  cities  or  towns  in  the  Province. 

THE  DOMINION  COUNCIL. 

Dominion  Council  will  be  composed  of  representative  men 
from  all  over  Canada.     A  Tentative  Council  has  already  been 
formed,  but  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  which  will  be  held  in  Ottawa 
in  February,  the  Council  for  1911  will  be  chosen.     The  Pro- 
vmcal  Councils  will  elect  five  representatives  to  serve  on  the 
Dominion  Council,   and  others  per  Province   will  be  elected 
at    he  Annua  General  Meeting.    The  Dominion  Commissioner 
and  Provincial  Commissioners  will  be  ex-officio  members  of  the 
Council.     At  the  meeting  of  Council,  held  later,  a  Chairman  of 
CouncU  and  a  Secretary  will  be  chosen,  and  an  Executive 
Committee  named.     This  Committee  will  select  its  o^vn  Chair- 
man  and    appoint   Finance   and   other   Committees   thought 
ncccssflry. 

The  Dominion  Council  will  determine  the  General  line  of 
Policy  as  best  for  the  Dominion  and  ensure  the  welfare  of  the 
movement  generally.     It  shall  issue  Scoutmaster's  warrants 
signed  by  the  Chief  Scout.     It  shall  receive  reports  from  time' 
to  time  as  determined  by  the  Council,  from  Provincial  Councils 
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showing  Local  Associations  organized  within  the  Province, 
and  the  strength  of  each.  It  shall  keep  on  sale  for  Provincial 
Associations,  literature  of  the  work  such  as  "Scouting  for  Boys," 
etc.,  and  also  proficiency  badges. 

COMMISSIONERS. 

The  Dominion  Commissioner,  appointed  by  the  Chief  Scout, 
will  be  the  Chief  Commissioner  for  Canada.  For  each  Province, 
a  Provincial  Conmiissioner  will  be  appointed  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Headquarters  Council,  and  where  neces- 
sarj-,  District  Commissioners,  under  the  Provincial  Commissioner 
will  be  selected  by  the  Provincial  Council.  All  Provincial  and 
District  Commissioners  will  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Scout 
Council  of  the  Province  to  which  they  are  appointed. 

Warrants  to  Provincial  and  District  Commissioners  over 
the  signature  of  the  Chief  Scout  will  be  issued  on  application. 

The  Duties  of  a  Scout  Commissioner : 

(a)  To  inspect  Troops  and  Patrols  and  advise  how  to  conduct  them 
on  the  lines  laid  down  in  "Scouting  for  Boys." 

(6)  To  secure  the  harmonious  co-operation  of  all  Associations  and 
Scoutmasters  in  the  District. 

(c)  To  be  the  concurring  authority  for  the  recommendation  of  Local 

Associations  for  the  issue  and  withdrawal  of  Scoutmasters' 
Warrants  before  transmission  to  Headquarters. 

(d)  To  foster  and  encourage  the  Movement  generally  throughout 

the  district. 

SCOUTMASTERS. 

All  Scoutmasters  and  Assistant  Scoutmasters  must  have 
warrants  signed  by  the  Chief  Scout.  They  must  be  nominated 
by  the  Local  Association  and  recommended  by  the  Provincial 
Council  or  Commissioner. 

The  Qualifications  for  Scoutmasters  are  as  follows: 
(a)  A  general  knowledge  of  the  Handbook  "Scouting  for  Boys." 
especially  the  "Scout  Law." 

(6)  A  full  appreciation  of  the  religious  and  moral  aim  underlying 
the  practical  instruction  all  through  the  scheme  of  Scouting.

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HOW  TO  GAIN  SCOUTS'  BADGES. 

After  completing  a  course  of  instruction  the  boy  will  be 
examined  as  laid  down  in  "Scouting  for  Boys,"  and  if  the  boy 
passes  the  tests  therein  given,  the  Scout  Master  will  apply  to 
the  Local  Association,  who  will  award  him  the  rank  and  Badge 
of  second-class  or  first  class  Scout,  according  to  the  tests  which 
he  passes. 

UNIFORM. 

No  special  uniform  is  laid  down,  but  each  Provincial 
Council  is  expected  to  consider  this  question  and  advise  Local 
Associations  in  their  Province  of  the  most  suitable  uniform,  and 
where  obtainable.

CAMPS. 

Camps  are  arranged  for  in  the  summer  in  certain  districts 
to  -.hich  Boy  Scouts  can  go  for  as  many  days  as  they  agree  to 
arrange.  Each  boy  will  have  to  pay  his  daily  expense  of  feed- 
ing in  Camp,  and  should,  therefore,  begin  to  save  money  for  it 
•directly  he  joins  a  Patrol.  Where  there  is  no  Camp  in  the 
neighbourhood  a  Patrol  or  Troop  can  make  their  own  Camp 
either  with  huts  or  tents  (see  "Scouting  for  Boys"),  or  get  the 
use  of  a  barn  or  hayloft  and  carry  out  the  course  of  Campaigning 
and  Camp  Life  suggested  in  the  Handbook. 

FUNDS. 

Each  Patrol  must  manage  its  own  subscriptions,  'V-i. 
Several  ways  of  obtaining  funds  for  the  Patrol  are  given  ■  ^ 
Handbook  "Scouting  for  Boys,"  so  that  a  Patrol  can  xu-je 
money  for  itself  by  dint  of  work  should  it  require  funds.  It  is 
very  desirable  that  the  Boy  Scouts  should  be  self-supporting, 
and  begging  for  money  for  their  own  benefit  is  forbidden.  They 
should  earn  what  funds  they  require  by  means  of  work  or 
performances  which  deserve  money  in  return.

Hat.— Khaki  colour,  flat  brim,  strap  round  crown,  and 
chm-.strap. 

Neckerchief.— Of  one  colour  for  the  Troop.  The  necker- 
chief IS  worn  loosely  knotted  at  the  throat  and  also  at  the  ends. 

Shiht.— Blue,  khaki  or  grey,  two  patch  pockets  (buttoned), 
-houlder  straps.  In  winter  a  jersey  or  sweater  of  the  same 
colour,  if  preferred. 

Shorts.— Blue  or  khaki. 

Belt.— Brown  leather.  Swivels,  coat  straps,  pouch  and 
axe  optional.     Buckles,  &c.,  should  be  of  dull  metal. 

Stockings.— Dark  colour  or  khaki,  coloured  tops  optional 
green  garters  with  tabs  showing  on  outside  of  leg.     Stockings 
are  worn  turned  down  below  the  knee. 

Shoes  or  Boots. — Brown  or  black. 

Staff. — Marked  in  feet  and  inches. 

Haversacks.— Worn  as  a  knapsack. 

Shoulder-Knot. — Six  inches,  colour    as  for  Patrols. 


-On  lanyards,  and  hitched  to  swivel 


Whistle  and  Knife. - 
on  belt. 

Nothing  but  the  above  should  be  worn  visibly.  All  extras  to  be 
cartied  in  haversack.  A  Scout's  clothing  should  be  of  flannel  or 
wool,  as  much  as  possible;  cotton  next  the  skin  should  be  avoided,  as 
it  does  not  absorb  the  perspiration,  and  is  likely  to  give  ac'    I. 


SCOUTMASTSRS'  UNIFORM. 

Any  extraordinary  "get-up"  is  much  to  be  deprecated.  It  is 
not  allowable  for  military  uniforms  to  be  copied.  Those  Scout- 
masters who  are  entitled  to  wear  military  uniforms  should  not 
adopt  this  dress  when  scouting  with  or  drilling  troops  of  Boy  Scouts.

Hat.— Flat  brimmed  (khaki)  with  the  appropriate  badge 
on  left  side.
